HE  JiriB  "Truth  of  the  fol- 

1  lowing  Cafes ,  is  all  I  think 
my  felf  any  way  concern  d  in  ; 
and  I  prefume  I  have  eftablifhed  that% 
in  a  Manner  that  will  hardly  he  doubt¬ 
ed  by  the  Generality  of  my  fober  Read¬ 
ers  ;  fince  with  the  Accounts  of  the 
Diforders  and  Cures ,  the  Names  of 
the  Perfons ,  their  Parifhesy  the  Places 
of  their  Abode ,  and  other  plain  Marks 
are  given ,  by  which  any  candid  En¬ 
quirer ,  only  by  taking  a  little  Trouble > 
may  be  fully  fatisfied  in  every  Parti¬ 
cular.  This  feems  to  be  fair  dealing . 
Befdes ,  the  Things  recounted  were  not 
done  in  a  Corner^  in  the  Darkt  but  in 
the  Face  of  Day ,  and  to  the  Know¬ 
ledge  of  many.

It  happens  never  thelefs,  that  fome, 
pofftbly ~  to  appear  Wijer  than  their 
Neighbours,  and  frighten  d  at  the  very 
Shadow  of  the  Imputation  of  an  impli¬ 
cit  Faith,  feem  to  pique  themf elves 
upon  the  AffeElation  of  lifting  in  the 
oppoftte  worfe  Extreme  of  implicit 
Incredulity,  imagining  this  Humour , 
with  the  ujual  Flow  of  quibbling  Ob¬ 
jections  and  queint  Conceits  that  attend 
it,  ought  to  pafs  for  ftne  Parts ,  and 
more  than  ordinary  Penetration  ;  efpe- 
cially  as  it  happens  fo  much  the  Tafte 
of  the  Times ,  and  one  of  the  chief  Ac¬ 
compli  foments  aimed  at,  to  dftinguiflo 
the  better  Sort  of  People  ( as  they  are 
called)  from  the  Herd  of  Mankind. 

Some  of  this  Species  of [mart  Gentry, 
without  farther  Examination,  tell  us, 
that  all  thefe  extraordinary  Reports 
about  the  Glaftonbury  Water  are  meer 
Vidgar  Stuff ,  old  Wives  Stories,  Non- 
fenfe,  and  what  not  f  For,  fay  they.

Well ,  be  it  jo :  But  the  Cpueflion 
is  not  about  Accounts ,  Interejls  or  Opi¬ 
nions,  but  Fall ;  and  FaSl ,  as  to  Truth 
or  Falfhood ,  is  inflexible.  It  will  not 
bow  the  Knee  to  the  Baal  of  any  Opi¬ 
nion  or  Hypothefls  whatfoever.  Nei¬ 
ther  Suppofltions ,  or  Prejudices ,  or  In- 
terefl ,  or  Incredulity ,  will  ever  change 
it  \  and  Truth  is  as  true  of  a  Beggar 
as  an  Emperor. 

But  admitting  it  were  fo ,  that  none 
but  poor  ignorant  or  middling  People 
have  concern  d  themfelves  about  that 
Water ,  ( and  yet  Perfons  of  Senfe  and 
Property  have  applied  there  for  a  Cure , 
and  obtained  it)  what  then  ?  Mufl  I 
therefore ,  or  any  other  plain  Man  who 
has  feen  a  wretched  ObjeSl  that  for  a 
confiderableTime  together  had  confulted 
Phyflck  and  Surgery ,  had  been  turned 
over  from  Hofpital  to  Hofpital  with¬ 
out  the  leaf  Relief  a  miferable  helplefs

Cripple ,  and  deemed  incurable  by  every 
Body ,  fhould  I,  after  all  this ,  fee  this 
fame  P erf  on ,  only  by  ufing  that  TVater 
fve  or  fix  TV i ?eks,  healed  of  her  Sores , 
ref l or ed  to  Health  and  Spirits ,  and 
able  to  walk  without  Crutches  !  Mufl 
I  not,  I  fay ,  believe  my  own  Byes ,  be- 
caufe  this  is  a  poor  TVoman  f  Or  mujl 
I  doubt  of  what  I  fee  and  feel \  becaufe 
one  of  thefe  Theorifis ,  who  perhaps  had 
never  heard  of  it  before ,  ajfures  me 
with  great  Confidence ,  that  it  is  not 
Jo  ;  'That  it  could  not  be  foy  in  the  Na¬ 
ture  of  Things  ;  That  Caufes  mufl  be 
proportionable  to  their  EffeSls  ;  That 
the  flight  Application  of Jo  incompetent 
an  Agent  could  never  ejfeEl  fo  great  a 
Cure  ;  That  there  is  fome  Juggle  or 
Fallacy  at  Bottom  ;  That  Identity  and 
Diver fity  are  Points  not  altogether  fet¬ 
tled  ;  That  the  Motives  of  Credibility 
are  inadequate  ;  The  Laws  of  AJfent 
manyy  and  not  fujficiently  attended  to ;

ft  ill)  methinks ,  1  can  be  much  furer  of 
what  my  own  Eyes  fee ,  and  my  own 
Senfes  find \  to  be  Matter  of  FaSl ,  than 
J  can  be  that  it  is  not  fo ,  from 
all  the  Quillets  and  TV r anglings  and

Ignorance ,  they  imagine  they  are  able 
to  cope  with  every  "Thing ;  and  at  every 
Turn  '■  tell  us  what  God  has  done ,  or 
ought  to  have  done ,  with  as  Utile  He¬ 
ft  ation,  as  if  they  had  been  of  his  Ca¬ 
binet  Council  from  all  Eternity  /  But 
let  thefe  Mafters  pleafe  to  remember 
what  the  Almighty  fays  to  Job  ;  as 
fenfihle  a  Sort  of  Man  I  doubt ,  and- 
as  deep  in  the  Secrets  of  Providence  as 
any  of  the  Minute  Philofophers  ;  Let 
them  I  fay  remember  this  Efueflion  ;

lieve  like  the  common  Mafs  of  Man¬ 
kind  :  It  is  even  faidy  this  AffeElation 
•was  carried  Jo  far ,  that  fome  have 
pretended  to  doubt  of  their  own  Exig¬ 
ence  y  but  it  has  been  the  Cafe  only  of 
a  few  among  the  politer  Heathens .  It 
was  never  the  Faftoion ;  the  avowed 
Mode  of  Projeffion  any  where  till  of 
late.  That  indeed  is  altogether  new ; 
but  to  have  it  the  current  Cafe  and 
Turn  of  any  Chrif  ian  Country ;  of 
almofl  a  whole  People  who  call  them - 
felves  ChrifianSy  is  both  new  and 
amazing  ! 

Let  us  look  but  a  few  Centuries 
backy  and  we  Jhall  fnd  Piety ,  Simpli¬ 
city  of  Hearty  good  Naturey  Hofpi- 
tality  and  Bravery ,  were  the  Charac¬ 
ter  i  flics  of  the  Englifli  Nation  ;  but 
whethery  in  our  happy  Days  of  more 
Light  and  Liberty ,  it  appear s,  we  have 
improved  or  impaired ,  prejerved  or 
lofi  thofe  LalentSy  mu  ft  be  left  to  the  De-  -> 
termination  of  better  fudges.

Unbelievers  drive  Things  to  a  ft  range 
Length ,  one  Way  ;  there  are ,  who 
feem  to  lean  a  great  deal  too  much  the 
other  ,  Afcribing  the  Cures  done  at 
Glaftonbury,  not  to  any  meer  Mineral 
or  Medical  Virtues  in  the  W ater  ;  but 
to  certain  delegated ,  miraculous  Powers 
of  1  know  not  what ,  Saints  and  Mar¬ 
tyrs  long  ago  dead  ;  and  they  even 
rake  up  the  Aloes  of  the  Prophet 
Elifha  (2  Kings  xiii.  21.)  to  counte¬ 
nance  this  Delufon.  Charily  fhould 
make  us  with  them  in  a  better  Road ; 
But  it  is  to  be  feared  they  are  incu¬ 
rable,  or  Dr.  Middleton  had,  furely 
by  this  Lime,  cured  them  of  the  Ma¬ 
lady  of  believing  modern  Miracles  , 
or  indeed  any  Miracles  at  all. 

Before  1  quit,  let  me  beg  Leave  to 
obferve  of  W ater-drinking  Places  in 
general ;  That  the  Tendency  of  the  Re¬ 
ports  and  Opinions  of  their  Inhabi¬

JAMES  Evans ,  Barber,  in  Wells , 
about  6 1  Years  old,  hath  for 
more  than  26  Years  paft  been  afflicted 
with  Swellings,  and  about  20  Wounds 
in  both  his  Legs  ;  and  with  the  Rheu- 
matifm  in  fo  grievous  a  Manner,  more 
than  20  Years,  that  at  'Limes  he  hath 
with  Difficulty  moved  in  his  Bed  ;

received,  got  a  fore  Bread:,  that  by 
Degrees,  and  after  a  coniider able  Time, 
fwelled  and  hardened  greatly,  till  it 
broke,  and  was  fo  exceffively  tender 
and  painful,  that  lire  could  hardly  bear 
even  her  Cloaths  to  touch  it.  It  pain¬ 
ed  her  greatly  both  inwardly  and 
outwardly,  looked  of  a  livid  Colour, 
and  was  then  immoveable.

■  the  Room  at  One  o’clock  in  the 
Morning.  She  was  affifted  to  the 
Water  on  Sunday  Morning  about  Eight 
o’clock,  when  her  Leg  was  put  into 
the  Ciftern,  or  Place  that  holds  the 
Water,  and  while  the  Shoot  was  run¬ 
ning  on  the  Swelling  on  the  Infide  her 
Right  Flip,  in  about  three  Minutes 
the  Swelling  broke,  from  which  came 
much  Corruption,  the  Smell  whereof 
offended  and  greatly  furpriz’d  many 
there,  which  eas’d  her  to  that  Degree, 
that  flie  was  able  to  walk  to  her  Lodg¬ 
ing  only  by  veiling  on  a  Man’s  Arm. 
She  hath  daily  us’d  that  Water  by 
Drinking  and  Bathing,  and  finds  her- 
felf  fo  well  recover’d,  as  to  be  able  to 
walk  even  without  a  Stick,  whereas 
before  fhe  could  not  without  a  Crutch 
and  Stick,  which  Crutch  is  now  fix’d 
over  the  Healing  Water.  She  is  now 
perfectly  hearty  and  chearful,  and  in 
Elopes  of  being  as  well  as  ever,  her 
Wounds  being  all  but  three  heal’d, 

and 
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and  neither  of  them  broader  than 
Six-pence. 

This  is  a  true  State  of  my  Cafe  ;  as 
witnefs  my  Hand  this  29  th  of 
May  1751.

N.B.  But  as  I  was  at  Glafionbury 
again  the  Sunday  following,  and  fee¬ 
ing  many  reputable  People  gather’d 
about  this  Woman  near  the  Healing 
Water,  afking  her  Queftions,  I  ob- 
ferv  d,  that  I  would  read  her  Cafe  to 
them,  as  I  took  it  from  her  own 
Mouth  the  Wednefday  before;  and 
as  it  was  neither  fworn  to,  or  attefted, 
defir’d  they  would  obferve  whether 
fhe  would  own  every  Particular,  and 
they  atteft  it,  which  they  readily  a- 
greed  to.

is  not  certain  whether  it  was  Wednef- 
day  or  7 "hurfday  Night  he  thus  dream¬ 
ed  ;  but  the  Sunday  following  he  went 
to  Glaftonhury ,  and  took  a  clean  Glafs, 
went  to  the  Shoot,  dipt  the  Glals  into 
the  Shoot  three  feveral  Times,  drank

B.  This  Gentleman  is  a  Practi¬ 
tioner  in  Phyfick  near  Wells ,  is 
well  known  there,  and  I  never  heard 
that  his  Veracity  was  ever  queftion’d. 

As  the  innumerable  Crowds  of  Peo¬ 
ple  of  various  Circumftances  who  have 
lately  reforted,  and  continue  to  refort 
to  Glajlonbury ,  have  been  occasioned 
by  the  above  Dream,  and  as  the 
Dreamer’s  Character  hath  been  repre- 
fented  to  a  very  great  Difadvantage,  I 
made  it  my  Bufinefs  to  watch  an  Op¬ 
portunity  of  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour’s 
Converfation  with  him,  which  I  ob¬ 
tained  on  Sunday  the  2d  of  yune , 
when  I  not  only  dined,  but  was  with 
him  near  three  Hours.
